'Oldest Houses* 


An 
expedition 
sponsored 
by 
the 
National 
Geographic Society and Harvard University * 
Peabody Museum has discovered the oldest 
houses known anywhere in the Americas 
The remains of two circular huts built by 
paleo-Indian people some IO,non year* ago were 
uncovered at 
Hell Gap near G u e r n s e y . 
Wyoming Th* site has been under excavation 
the last five years 
“ The houses at Hell Gap are the earliest 
known in the Western Hemisphere." said Prof. 
J O Brew, director of the museum and lead­ 
er of the expedition. “ The two structures con­ 
sist of overlapping circles of postholes that 
were formed bv the butts of upright branches 
used to make the shelter These postholes were 
evenly distributed about every two feel in a 
symmetrical ring about six and one-half feet 
in diameter 
“ The branches were probably bent and tied 
in the middle and then covered with hides or 
skins, much like a modern Apache Wikiup, a 
type of Indian hut used in the West The floors 
of the structures contained bones of bison and 
other animals that the people had killed and 
a number of fine examples of flint tools " 


CHICAGO 


Thank* to the federal government, the battle 
to bring back prohibition now is being directed 
from headquarters in the backyard of a Na­ 
tional Historic Landmark 


The landmark, designated as *uch last month 
by the National Park Service, is the rambling 
frame home of 19th-century liquor fighter and 
suffragette Frances E Willard 


Located on the grounds at the rear of the 
IOO - year - old Willard home in the Chicago 
suburb of Evanston is a three-story brick struc­ 
ture It serves as the national headquarters for 
the Women's Christian Temperance Union 


Evanston is the WCTU’s favorite kind of town 
—dry. but that poses no major problem for its 
drinking resident* 
Very-wet 
Chicago sprawls 
south of the Evanston border 


M ISS W ILLARD, a* a founder of the WCTU 
in 1874 and a* president from 1879 until her 
death in 1898. played a leading ro'e in the move­ 
ment that ultimately brought prohibition to this 
country 
Today, the woman who heads the WCTU. Mrs. 
Fred J 
Tooze. say* the goal of the organiza­ 
tion ha*n't changed since Mis* Willard * time 
“ We have never swerved an inch 
say* Mrs. 
Tooze 
We still are working for prohibition. 
Our goals are total abstinence for individuals 
and abolition of the liquor traffic in community, 
state and nation 
But as a realist. Mrs Tooze add* “ We realize 
the country is not ready for prohibition today 
But ultimately it will come " 
Meanwhile. Mrs 
Tooze is thankful for any 
gains her organization can make 
One such gain. she believes, is the federal 
citation of the Willard home as a landmark be­ 
cause of its “ exceptional value in commemo­ 
rating or illustrating the history of the United 
States " 
“ Such recognition from the U S government 
Is line publicity for the movemen’." she asserts 


MRS. TOOZE professes to *ee “ a turning of 
the tide in our favor " For example. “ I think 
the public is beginning to be aroused bv high- 
wav deaths, about 50 per cent of which are con­ 
nected with alcohol." she *ay* 
She also takes comfort in report* that office 
Christmas parties are on the wane 
And she 
detects growing public alarm over the incidence
